CONVENTION TO 
BE HELD 


A large and _ representative com- 
pany, chiefly of womez, gathered in 
the city hall on Monday afternoon to 
hear Mrs. Cunningham of the Home 
Branch of the Soldier Settlement 
Board, and discuss the question of 
holding a convention here for the 
wives of soldiers settled on the land. 
Mrs. Cunningham told how these 
young. women, many of them new to 
Carada end to country life, often suf- 
fer a good deal from the loneliness 
and newness of their life. When crop 
failures or hard times are added to 
this, the burden becomes very heavy. 
Tho wife sometimes cannot bear it, 
and returns to the Old Country, 
whither the husband is forced to fol- 
low her, so that we lose good citi- 
zens. The plan is to get these women 
into the towns for a change and some 
fun, and give them a short course of 
instruction by the best instructors the 
University can supply in subjects 
that will help them most, such as 
domestic science, dairying. poultry 
raising, care of small children, etc; 
also holding a baby clinic. These 
conventions have been held in sever- 
al places in the prairie provinces with 
the most helpful results, as is testified 
to by grateful letters from soldiers’ 
wives. 

Mrs. Cunningham spoke of Mrs. 
Muldrew, who fs at the head of this 
work for the Dominion, and who has 
many friends in Red Deer, mentioning 
her in terms of the highest praise. 

After the address some discussion 
took place about ways and means. It 
was decided to hold the convention, 
and to carry it out by a joint commit- 
tee consisting of the presidents and 
secretaries of the women's socieNes 
under the direction of the Ladies’ 
Auxillary of the G.W.V.A., with Mrs. 
McCreight as chairman. 

The plan was received so heartily 
that before the meeting closed forty- 


seven of the ninety visitors were bil-| 


leted and six more before night. Mr. 
Armstrong expressed the willingness 
of the Methodist- people to have - the 
meetings in their church. Mr. Bot- 
terill said the G.W.V.A. would put on 
a dance for the visitors, and do any- 
thing else they could. Mr. Welliver 
expressed"his hearty interest in the 
plan.

OLD DIPLOMAT 
STARTLED BY 
ROWELL MOTION 


Fifty Thousand Soldiers Under Sod 
Price Canada Paid European 
Statesmanship. 


Geneva, December 8.—The League 
of Nations assembly committee on 
the admission of new states today de- 
cided in favor of admitting Luxem- 
burg and Finland into the league of 
nations. 

The question of the admission of 
the Baltic states'and Albania was put 
over for future consideration. 


The Hague, December 8.—Mobili- 
zation of one hundred volunteers to 
participate in the league of nations 
force to be sent to Vilna to supervise 
the plebiscite there was ordered today 
by General Pop, the war minister. 


Geneva, December 8.—The liveliest 
motion this assembly has experienced 
was provoked today by Hon. N. W. 
Rowell, of Canada, who expressed his 
views regarding European §states- 
manship in a way that startled diplo- 
mats-of the old world. 

A sharp debate arose over ‘the re- 
commendation of the -commitee on 


technical organizations, that the As-— 


sembly propose to the governments 
to set up under the auspices of the 
League three new organizations, fi- 
nances, transit and health, with an- 
nual conferences on those subjects. 

Mr. Rowell objected on the ground 
that it was impossible for distant 
countries to send their best men 
abroad four times a year to attend 
the Assembly and the conferences, 
and declared that the result would 
be to throw these: organizations un- 
der European influence. The Assem- 
bly, he held, should occupy itself with 
these questions. 

‘Canada, at any rate, he said, felt 
that they were questions that should 
not be allowed to fall into Burop~ 
ean control. 

’ “Fifty thousand Canadian soldiers 
under the sod in France and Flanders 
is the price Canada has paid for 
European statesmanship,” he cried, 
to the astonishment of the entire As- 
sembly and the dismay of the dele- 
gates. 

Arthur Balfour and Mr. Fisher 
were plainly affected by the thrust 
from Canada. They remained motion- 
less in their esats with grave faces

Lord Robert Cecil, representing 
South Africa in the Assembly, in a 
gentle way softened the blow by say- 
ing that he agreed with much that 
Mr. Rowell had said, but thought Mr. 
Rowell was mistaken in supposing 
that the organizations would fall un- 
der the control of Europe. He could 
not go into a debate as to whether 
“Europe had made its way in the 
world,” 

Several of the delegates suggested 
to Mr. Rowell that his words had 
created a different fiipression than 
he had intended. The Canadian dele- 
gate took the floor again and said he 
did not mean to attack European 
statesmen, and, rather than give 
offence preferred to withdraw his 
words. 

Mr. Rowell was supported by Mr. 
Miller, Australia, and was mildly tak-

THE.BLOOBHOUND 


There is no substantial reason for 
the common belief that. the blood- 
hound is a fierce animal, ready to 
tear to pieces the person whom it 
may be tracking. It is, on.the con- 
trary, rather noted for its gentleness, 
even seeming timid, unless especially 
trained to attack. The origin of the 
breed, according to Count Le Couteulx 
de Canteleu, an authority on the sub- 
ject, is from the St. Hubert of St. 
Hubert’s Abbey in the Ardennes. It 
dates from the earliest ages, and the 
breed certainly existed in the time of 
the Gauls. As regards the name 
“bloodhound,” the Count Le Couteulx 
believes that when fox-hunting in 
something like its present form was 
instituted it was found that the 
sleuthhound was not fast enough for 
the purpose, and the present fox- 
hound ‘was evolved from various ma- 
terial, and about this time it became 
usual, in speaking of the old hound of 
the country, to call him the blood- 
hound, meaning the hound of pure 
blood—as might be said of a blooded 
horse—to distinguish him from the 
new hound or foxhound. There ‘is 
only one breed of pure genuine blood- 
hounds, and that is the English.

BRITAIN WILL NOT SEIZE 5 
GERMAN PROPERTY 


Great Britain, by its formal notice 
upon Germany, through the British 
Ambassador, that Great Britain re- 
nounces any right it may have under 
the treaty of Versailles to seize Ger- 
man property in England or else- 
where where the British Government 
might be able to lay hands on it to 
meet any default on the part of Ger- 
many in meeting reparations, came as 
a surprise to Germany. This action of 
Great Britain unquestionably made a 
profound impression on the German 
public, regardless uf whatever  reas- 
ons may lie behind such an apparent- 
ly magnanimous decision. In neutral 
and other diplomatic and commercial 
circles it Is regarded as the most im- 
portant step yet taken officially, look- 
ing toward a rapproachement with 
Germany. Germans see in this vol- 
untary act of Great Britain the first 
real practical step toward better rela- 
tions and possibly determining a 
modificatfon of some paragraphs of 
the Versailles Treaty. The persistent 
divergence of views between England 
and France and the resultant friction 
makes the traditional British political 
far-sightedness consider {it not unwise 
to seek a better understanding with 


the German people.

In the academy of fine arts at 
Florence there is a-statue of David, 
as he alings the stone at the head of 
Goliath. This statue has an interest- 
ing history. The marble from which 
it was chiselled was originally design- 
ed for another statue, but the work- 
man had chipped out a large piece out 
of the side of the marble block, so 
that it could not be used. For a 
century it lay waste, until one day, 
Michael Angelo, looking at it, saw in 
it new possibilities, and with artistic 
skill used the defect in the block of 
marble to form the curve of the 
shepherd lad’s body as he poised in 
readiness for combat. ' 

The prophet Jeremiah lived in a 
dark period of Israel's history. The 
nation was hastening to destruction. 
The soul of the prophet was torn as 
he foresaw the ruin of his country. 
With despondent mind and question- 
ing faith he wandered through one of 


the pottery works of Palestine and 
watched the potter at his work. In 
the hand of the potter a vessel was 


marred, but the master-craftsman did 
not throw the spoiled vessel on to the 
rubbish heap. Instead of so doing he 
formed a new design anqd used the clay 
to express his skill. 

As the despairing prophet watched 
the workman at his task, finding a 
new use for what had been broken, a 
ray of light and hope flashed into his 
soul. The potter’s vessel became a 
symbol of the life of Israel and the 
potter’s skill set forth the directing 
and restoring energy of God. The 
sovereign power of Jehovah furnished 
a real reason for hope, and even pun- 
ishment to the nation is not directed 
by destructive force but rather fulfils 
# redemptive purpose. 


A man had fitted up an electrical 
device to light his apartmenfs, but it 
proved to be a failure. The light 
flickered and finally died out. An 


electrician was called in and his judg- 
ment was that the cause ‘of failure 
was lack of power. The machine could 
not be used for lighting purposes, but 
it had sufficient power to operate a 
call bell. It has been suggested that 
often a religious life which does not 
give much light, may yet have power 
to make a great deal of noise. 

As we have come to understand the 
laws of nature better, we have learn- 
ed that nature makes a wise. use of 
her forces and conserves her energy— 
nothing is lost. In the realm of in- 
dustry, a similar economy is_ being 
exercised. What once was regarded 
as waste material, is being utilized by 
scientific management, and often the 
by-products of factories prove to be 
almost as valuable as the main out- 
put. 

It is not a cause for wonder then 
that the simple lessons of nature re- 
veal to us the sublime principles of 
divine activity, and we learn that re- 
demption is not merely a theological 
doctrine, but a law that runs through 
all life. 


“That nothing walks with 
feet, 

And not one life shall be destroyed, 

Or cast as rubbish to the void, 

When God has made His pile 
plete.” 


In some of our great industrial con- 
cerns today as a business method the 
lives of workmen are studied with a 
view to increasing the efficiency of 
the individual. If-a workman is not 
successful in one line of work. he fs 
put at some other form of labor in- 
stead of being ruthlessly dismissed. 
Painstaking. sympathetic, patient and 
scientific effort ig made to understand 
the life of the craftsman that the best 
that is in him may be used in the 
place where his energy and skill may 
be used to greatest advantage. It 
would be strange indeed if in manag- 
ing the affairs of the universe the 
Divine Creator should use methods 
less worthy than those used by the 
wisdom of man; if here, indeed, “the 
creature should surpass the Creator.” 
It is high time that religious teaching 
should recognize the contribution that 
prorressive methods of business have 
made in helping us to interpret the 
divire ecotomy. God judges men, not 
by what they do alone, but ‘by what 
they arr. So Browning reasons— 
“Not on the vulgar mass called

‘HERDS THRIVING 
ON OPEN RANGES 


HON. A. J. McLEAN SAYS CONDI- 
TIONS GOOD FOR RANCHERS 
WITH FEED SUPPLY AMPLE. 

’ 


In contrast with the severe condi- 
tions of last winter, Hvestock on the 
ranges of southern Alberta is bene- 
fitting this season with tke finest 
weather and the best feeding condl- 
tions seen in many years, according 
to Hon. A. J. McLean, minister of pub- 
lic works, after spending a few days 
in the south country, for the most 
part at his ranch at Pincher Creek. 

The ranges are fairly abounding in 
excellent feed as a result of the fay- 
orable season during the last summer 
and autumn, and the entire absenc 
of snow and continued mild weather 
to date has enabled cattle and horses 
to live almost entirely off the prairie 
pisturage, says Mr. McLean. In spite 
of the somewhat serious depletion of 
the southern herds last winter and 
spring as a result of feed scarcity the 
ranchers were able to carry over the 
bulk of their breeding stock and with 
prices holding low at present cattle 
reserves are being built up again as 
one of the veteran ranchers of the 
province sees, in fact, a certain com- 
pensation in the lower prices prevail- 
ing for @attle at ‘the present time. 
Farmers and ranchers will be con- 
tent to keep. valuable breeding 
stock which will enable the province 
to be fully stocked up again, whereas 
with high prices and depleted herds 
to say nothing of defluted grain 
prices, the situation might have been 
made still more serious for the 
stock-raising industry of the near 
future. 

The problem of the light horse on 
southern ranges is still as serious as 
ever, Mr, McLean says, although the 
number of these animals was consid- 
erably reduced by the severity of last 
winter and the inability of .the ran- 
chers to take care of them when feed 
supplies failed. This season there is 
no shortage of the feed supplies in 
sight, since the majority of the far- 
mers and ranchers in the south Were 
sble to put up reasonable quantities 
of hay, and the stock of straw is 
more than adequate for all needs of 
the next few months.

Sales of school lands held under fed- 
eral direction throughout the province 
during the last month have resulte’ 
in a grand total of $2,049,153 being 
obtained for the purposes of educa- 
tion in Alberta, this sum to be added 
to the principal funds retained by the 
Dominion from which the interest 
proceeds are returned to this prov- 
ince in annual instalments. 

New records-with general wild land 
values have been set up by these 
fourteen auction sales held at vari- 
ous points in the province. A total 
acreage of 115,608 was disposed of at 
an average price of $17.73 an acre. 
Taking into consideration the fact 
that a great deal of the land offered 
was some distance from railway fa- 
cilities, the net results came as a 
surprise even to the minister of edu- 
cation and officials in the depart- 
ment. The sales were brought on at 
the solicitation of Hon. G. P. Smith, 
and in consequence of the success 
that followed the auctions, particu- 
larly in northern Alberta, the ~pro- 
-vincial exchequer will ‘benefit by at 
least another $100;000: annually in in- 
terest allowance from the federal de- 
partment. With the $700,000 or so 
already derived from this source, the 
annuity from Ottawa for educational 
needs in the province will reach well 
over $800,000 in another year.

It has been frequently noticed that 
no wild bird can understand the prop- 
erties of glass, and great numbers, 
ranging in size from a pheasant to a 
titmouse, are killed by flying against 
the windows of country houses.

MAY BE USED TO 
DESTROY GOPHERS 


Ottawa, December 3.—The value of 
chlorine gas for the destruction of 
gophers is emphasized in a brief ar- 
ticle which appears in the Agricul- 
tural Gazette, published by the Do- 
minion department of agriculture 
“The article describes a number of 
experiments which were conducted to 
ascertain the effect of the gas on 
gophers, resulting in the conclusion~ 
that these animals can be effectually 
destroyed by means of chlorine; that 


-|the destruction can be accomplished 
in a short time, and that it is econ-| 


omicat. 
The process of destruction consists 
in liberating chlorine into the gopher 
holes. The entomological branch of 
the agriculture department is at 
present taking steps to have special 
cylinders constructed for containing 
chlorine gas to use in this work.

“Advertising is the Education 

of the Public as to who you are, 

where you are, and what you 

have to offer in the way of skill, 

talent or commodity."—Elbert 
Hubbard, 


Having in mind the dearth of good 
advertising, and more. chiefly the ab- 
solutely slovenly methods of 75 per 
cent. of the space users in country 
weeklies, I am constrained to deal 
with my subject, not on a suggestive 
sense, but also a critical, together with 
a much negative instruction. 

Elbert Hubbard has told us what 
advertising is—what it stands for. 
Let me begin by saying the man who 
should not advertise is the man who 
has no skill, talent, service or com- 
modity to offer the public. That is 
one way of saying that practically 
all men in any kind of business should 
advertise. 

Over 50 per cent. of the business 
failures in the United States during 
the last year were directly due or 
indirectly to the lack of advertising 
and to poor advertising. : 

Assuming the above statements t 
be correct, and they are correct, we 
arrive at two very reasonable con- 
clusions: (a) You should advertise 
your business; (b) You should ad- 
vertise well. If the reader chances to 
be a business man, a user of space, 
these conclusions become vital facts. 

From these two facts we arrive at 
a third: Unless you advertise well 
you cannot profit by it. 

This brings us to the meat in the 
nut, for {ft is concerning this last 
fact that I wish to write, and prin- 
cinallv unon how the advertiser may 
receive the maximum amount of profit 
from his ads. 

There are svetems, methods and 
mediums of advertising by the score. 
and manv advertisers come to erifef 
throve®h using them. For no one meth- 
od. if faliowed closelv. can be adant- 
ed to all branches of the commercial 
world in all localities. 

So the advertiser must use his own 
indement. which quality is the pre- 
dominant one in-wll guod advertising. 
He must take into consideration the 
loralitv and the class of people from 
where and whom he derives his bus- 
iness, : 

It is not mv intention to define any 
narticular policy to nursue, but to 
five advice and suggestions which 
can be adopted hv anv advertiser in 
our country weeklies. It is for these 
advertisers that my article is intend- 
ed. 

(a) Let us sunpose for instance 
that vour onlv medium {s your local 
weekly, published on Wednesday or 
Thursday of each week. You .must 
set in a whole week's talk. At first 
thoneht that seems rather a problem. 

(b) Your snace. That can onlv be 
determined bv. primarilv, your ambi- 
tinn’ seenndarily. hv the amount of 
stock vou earrv and the nature of vour 
business. Too many believe the snace 
is determined by what thev imagine 
thev can afford to pay. This belie? 
{s the nrime cause of failures due to 
noor advertising. 

If it {s your ambition to double 
vour business over last year’s, why 
then; you should double your adver- 
tising. 

Tse enough space. Printing ink 
never lost anv man money when used 
with sound judgment. 

Make vour space pay its keep. To 
this I offer a number of points to be 
ohserved in order of merit. 

Let us consider your ad. in its true 
light, as a salesman. 

It is vour best paid salesman. 

It is the only salesman you have 
in vour power to make or to break. 

Tt is not a silent salesman. It talks. 
talks to many, where the poor indivi- 
dual talks to but a few. Make it talk 
as you would expect a first-class sales- 
man in vour store to talk. 

Dress it as you would like to see an 
individual salesman in your store 
dressed, Don't keep it choked up and 
dowdy in appearance, 

Change its dress regularly. 

Keep up its personality. 

Let {t be of service to the people. 


That's what a good salesman i{s_ for 
really. 
It is your best public servant— 


your best message bearer, and as I 
said before, your best salesman. And 
if vou treat it as such it will not fail 
you. 
FAULTS IN COPY 

I will now enumerate many every- 
dav faults with copy sent to the pub- 
lisher and suggestions to remedy 
them: 


1. Too much copy, or to use the 
trade phrase, “Copy too heavy for 
the space.” . . 

. Too much descriptive talk. 


. Too much matter frrelevant 
message. 
. Obscuring your message. 

5. Too brief in your descriptive mat- 
ter. 

6. Too light copy. Too brief copy— 
fairly good fault, but one that can be 
overdone if practiced constantly. 

7. Copy that does not lend itself 
to attractive display. (A few faults 
prevalent among layout men, those 
who design the form the ad. shall 
take). 

8. Too much effort at originality by

using complex layouts, 


10. Improper display. , 
‘11, Disorderly arrangement. 


‘ With regard to No. 1—a very com- 
mon fault. If you, when writing your 
ad., would take the trouble to look at 
some of the well set, well written ads, 
in your trade journals (you can pick 
them out easily—the ones that appeal 
to you first) you could correct this 
fault yourself. However, write your 
ad. as you would have it appear, on a 
sheet slightly larger than your ad. oc- 
cupies. Allow plenty of white margin 
between the margin of your ad. and 
the border, the same margin top, bot- 
tom and sides. Plenty of white space 
between paragraphs, lines or panels. 
In other words, keep the white space 
uniform and word your copy in brief, 
understandable, forceful language, 
right to the point and carrying con- 
viction. And you will have a copy 
that will not choke or overcrowd your 
space. . 

No. 2 is covered pretty much by 
the latter part of my comment on No. 


’ 


Nos 3 and 4. I picked up a weekly 

paper some time ago, and in glancing 
over the ads. came across one of a 
shoe merchant. His message was 
simply that he had received a ship- 
ment of ladies’ and gents’ boots and 
was now showing them at the right 
price. He got at it by telling the 
people how long he had been in busi- 
ness; how his business had grown; 
his square methods of dealing and a 
lot of tommy-rot—in this case. Then 
he came to his message. How many 
shoes would his ad. sell? Not many. 
If he had said, “New shipment of 
ladies’ and gents’ shoes-now showing 
at right prices,” he would have had a 
far more profitable ad. A history of 
busiuess jis all right in {ts place, but 
keep it separate from general -adver- 
tising, and you will show far _ better 
taste. The above is a fair example of 
the faults Nos. 3 and 4. Keep to your 
point. -Describe plainly and concise- 
ly. 

No. 5—To correct this I offer an 
example. A hardware merchant ad- 
vertising a line of stoves, dwelt at 
length on the metal durability and 
then branched off on the merits of 
the firm who manufactured them; 
wound up by giving a few details as 
to fire box, whether they burned coal, 
wood or gas, then quoted a few prices. 
This is a good example of an ad. 
lacking in descriptive matter—too 
much irrelevant matter, poor arrange- 
ment and sequence, and speaks for 
itself. Do not ramble around the sub- 
ject. Cover each necessary point as 
briefly and plainly as you consistently 
can. You can talk am individual out 
of buying as easily as you can talk 
him into buying. Your ad. will sell 
an article on its merits or interest 
your patrons in the article. 

No. 7. This fault presents a subject 
{n itself, and space will not permit 
me to deal with it, only in a, perhaps, 
superficial way. Books of many pages 
have been written on the subject of 
display, and it is impossible to con- 
dense in one short paragraph the en- 
tire contents of a large text book. 
What is display? Realy the out- 
standing features. The immediate 
appealing points of attraction or the 
distinctive features are known as dis- 
play or effect. Arrangement of head 
lines, subheadings, white space body, 
margin, panelling, rules and cut-off 
rules and border make display. 


ONE IMPORTANT FACTOR 


The one important thing is ar- 
rangement. And one thing that is 
being recognized today as ‘having the 
greatest influence on display is white 
space. One small paragraph of six 
or eight point body type can be as 
effectively. and more artistically dis- 
played by proper use of white space 
as if it were set in 36 point Chelten- 
ham bold. One method of displaying 
an ad. which I. believe can be applied 
with good results is as follows: Treat 
your ad. as one big sentence, and 
choose the subject from the predicate. 
In other words, pick out your message 
and work that into your first display 
headline. For example: If we adver- 
tise our annual sale of ladies’ dresses 
This, of all the ad., should have the 
display heading. In using the best 
friend of display—white space—we 
should treat the words ‘ladies’ dress. 
es’ more boldly than the words “an- 
nual sale of.” By using it in this 
manner: 


Annual Sale 
—pft— 
LADIES’ DRESSES 


we have a more tasty and better dis- 
play than by treating it thus: 


ANNUAL SALE 
' OF 
LADIES’ DRESSES 


for we show a better effect by a modi- 
fication of the secondary matter in 
the intention of our ad. 

Now weshould choose a brief line 
of forceful selling talk. In this case 
more refined talk than you would use 
in selling hardware, for you are sell- 
ing a more refined article. Do not use 
too much talk or you will lose the 
interest of your reader. Allow for a 
good margin of white space to bring 
it up. 

If you are quoting prices on spec- 
ials here is the place to do it. Your 
herdings and price lines should be of 
the same value and use the same 
judgment’ in the matter of white space 
as you have done in your opening. 

If you use columns of panels equal- 
Ize your copy and your margins so 
that you obtain a good balance. Avoid 
when possible the use of cut-off rules 
in narrow panelling. Plenty of space 
between items gives a more-to-be-de- 
sired effect. The same applies be- 
tween your signature and the ad. mat- 
ter. 


CORRECT BALANCE 


Now to be sure your balance is 
correct. A good plan is to imagine 
our finished ad. as balanced upon the 
point of a lead pencil placed under 
its exact center. Imagine if you can 
the copy you have used as_ weights. 
The heavier the type the heavier the 


weight. Have you so arranged your 
copy that the sheet will balance 
on the point of a pencil. If you 


have, and have followed the sugges- 
tions given above, your result will be 
a well arranged, well displayed and 
well balanced ad. 

In the foregoing I have covered the 
faults of layout men, except Nos. 8 
and 9. While many pleasing cffects 
can be obtained in most cases, the 
message is hard to read, and in others 
very much obscured. It looks pleas- 
ing to the eye, but it does not get 
any farther. So- attempts at effects 
are better in the hands of experts. 

Of No. 9. Many layout men in pan- 
elling are prone to give unequal copy 
and utterly spoil a balance. Over- 
crowding in one space, too light in 
others, show very bad proportioning 
of cony. If you attempt any panel- 
lng work or columning, always e6n-

Use good English. 

Use understandable words. 

Use just enough of them. 

Use good arrangement. 

Use good display. 

Use plenty of space. 

And, above all, use good judgment.

ADVERTISING RED DEER 


The New Orleans States had the 
following note in its columns on 
Decmeber Ist: 


Edward Fortner, of Red Deer, Al- 
berta, well known mining engineer 
and coal mine onerator in Canada, is 
a guest at the DeSoto, stopping over 
in New Orleans for a brief visit on 
his return from an inspection of min- 
ing properties and mineral resources 
of Chile, Argentina, Peru and Bolivia 
in South America. 

“Business is dull in most of the 
South American countries,” said Mr. 
Fortner, “but nevertheless they occu- 
nv a good position and their general 
condition is good. Commercial dull- 
ness i: due princinally to the low rate 
of foreign exchange, and the exchange 
situation is injuring the United Stat- 
es more than any other country. I 
came across many representatives of 
American firms who were returning 
from South America without orders. 
while the British, French and German 
firms were getting plenty of business. 
™ America the exchange of South 
America, as well as of European 
countries, is very low and the South 
American merchants cannot afford at 
vresent to buy in the United States. 
But virtually all the South American 
countries are in sound financial condi- 
tion and their money is backed up by 
heavy gold reserves. There is no 
danger of bankruptcy for any of them. 
but unless the exchange situation 
changes America is going to lose her 
share of South American commerce. 

“There {s a great deal of new de- 
velopment of the mineral resources of 
South America by capitalists from the 
Uniteq States now under way. They 
are opening up many new silver and 
copper mines in Chile, Argentina and 
Bolivia. and in the last named country 
much tin is being taken from the min- 
es. The Guggenheims recently bought 
up many mines in Bolivia and they 
are doing much development work, so 
that country is prosperous. On my 
trip I met a large party of geologists 
a¥tq oil prospectors, who reported 
they had discovered oil on the boun- 
dary between Bolivia and Argentina 
»»d soon expected to bring in machin- 
ery to develop the oil resources of 
the section. 

“Discovery of of] in Argentina will 
mean great things for that republic 
for she always has lacked fuel and 
has had toimport all her coal and oil. 
South America has untold riches in re- 
sources, but the countries lack ade- 
quate transportation facilities and 
large capital is required to develop 
projects there .I was favorably im- 
pressed With a number of properties, 
but have not as yet decided to con- 
nect up with any of them. 

“In the Fort McMurray country on 
the Athabaska river, in Alberta, im- 
mense deposits of asphalt have 
been discovered and_ this industry 
soon will be developed.: There are 
huge deposits of asphalt, cropping out 
from the banks of the river for miles 
and miles. In the past the asphalt 
deposits have not been worked  be- 
cause of no transportation facilities, 
but a railroad into the section from 
Edmonton now is being constructed 
and goon will be completed, and the 
asphalt industry will be opened up on 
a large scale there.”
